The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show 
a lighting device for display devices having a light source lamp having one 
of a curved and folded portion with a reflective member provided with a 
light reducing treatment on a side opposed to the display side of at ;east 
part of the curved portion or the folded portion of the light source lamp in 
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which at least part of the light generated from the one of the curved portion 
and the folded portion of the light source lamp is reduced or shielded and at 
least part of the one of the curved portion and the folded portion of the light 
source lamp is covered with a lamp frame. 

5. Applicant's arguments on page 3 of the remarks filed 06/1 0/2009 are 
deemed persuasive and the 35 (JSC 112 , first paragraph rejection is 
withdrawn. It is further noted that the claimed features are shown in Fig. 5 of 
the drawings and have an antecedent basis in claims 4 and 10 of the 
originally filed claims.
